at Bl Dard shows little progress, Further exploratory vell drilling failed 
to bring in fresh water. It had bean hoped that wells would supply part 
of the water for irrigating a large plot of currently meultivated ground 
northwest of El Darb, When an irrigation engineer and a range management 
specialist arrive in Saudi Arebla they will investigate the possibilities 
of water spreading in the wadi, By better diversion of flood vaters and 
the construction of diversion structures it may be possible to increase 
the amount of land now under cultivation.
